TV doing FOH our children? A i 
year ago 1 posed this question, 
uul suggested it was more per- 
incut than the heated debates 

about what it was doing TO 
hem.

At that time an answer to 
he question was hard to come 

by, and the lack of a positive 
inswcr signaled TV's greatest 
allure to date.

Now, a year later, some 
>romising answers are emcrg- 
ng, for young people are be- 
ng given some serious time 

and attention by the television 
ndustry.

All three networks have 
>lans for children's programs 
his fall, programs that intend 
o offer something more than 
he electronic passifying of 
Jozo the Clown and the Three 

Stooges.

SOME MAJOR problems still 
ie in the networks' paths, but 
i significant start has been 
made in combining education 
vith entertainment for young 
jeople.

NEC has scheduled an hour- 
ong weekly program for Satur­ 

day at 12:30. Half of the pro- 
ram will be directed to 

youngsters between five and 
seven, half for the seven to 11 
age group. As yet untitlcd, the 
jrogram intends to deal with 
nusic, science, mathematics, 
and a number of other sub­ 
jects, utilizing audio-visual 
.eclmiques and personalities 
,vho will attract children.

In addition NEC is planning 
i special program to explain 
world wide communism to
teen-agers.

     
CBS IS launching a weekly 

lalf hour program, "The Read­ 
ing Room," specifically design­ 
ed to stimulate and encourage 
reading among children in the 
eight to 12 ago group. The 
program will feature a book of 
[he week selected by educators 
Familiar with the reading 
liabits and tastes of children at 
.his age level. A panel of chil­ 
dren will appear to discuss the 
book with the author or with 
an expert In the field covered 
by the book.

But. alas. 'The Rend i n tf 
Room" is also scheduled ;it 
12:30 on Saturday, opposite 
NEC's new program.

The most ambitious and dar­ 
ing plunge into children's pro­ 
gramming, however, is being 
undertaken by ABC. Instead of 
once a week, ABC's Discovery 
will be seen Monday thorugli 
Friday from 4:.')0 to 5:00. Its 
purpose will be to see that 
children want to see and do 
what they want to do, accord­ 
ing to Producer Jules Power. 
At the end of each program 
several books related to tho 
subject of the broadcast will be 
recommended for reading. 

  * *
ABC'S EXPERIMENT is tho 

most noteworthy because it 
will be on five days a week, 
and because of its time. Al­ 
though I haven't found re­ 
search to support my position, 
I have observed that Saturday 
mid-day is not peak vif ing 
time for children, whereas tho 
after-school hours seem to be.

But the major threat to the 
success of these new programs 
is whether or not youngsters 
will watch them. Past experi­ 
ence, as with NEC's 1, 2, 3, -Go! 
last season, has been that pro­ 
grams aimed specifically at 
children are ignored in mas­ 
sive proportions. This is duo 
largely to the fact that the 
programs have failed to reach 
young people, most of whom 
thrive on so-called adult fare.

It's possible that these new 
efforts based on some serious 
research and study might 
come nearer the mark and 
draw young audiences to them.

But much of the burden now 
rests with the parents to direct 
their children's attention to the 
new programs so that they 
have a fighting chance. If they 
fail for lack of an audience 
it'll be back to Bozo as the pri­ 
mary TV nourishment for the 
new generations.
